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Architecture 
Paces Growth 


Styles Developed in This 
Country Which Are 


Truly American. 


NEW YORK.—The growth of the 
United States in the last 150 years 
has been one of the great achieve- 
ments in human history, says an 
announcement of the Fifteenth In- 
ternational Congress of Architects, 
which is to be held in Washington 
September 24-30 with the United 
States government and the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects as hosts 
to delegates from many foreign 
countries. 

“To those traveling through the 
country there unfolds dramatically 
the story of its growth, one that has 
been ever engrossing to the student 
of human affairs,’’ the announce- 
ment continues. “Something of this 
story is told by United States archi- 
tecture. Here in a century and a 
half, due to special conditions, ar- 
chitecture has run the gamut that 
Europe spent centuries evolving. 
The architects of this country have 
improvised, or have borrowed from 
the old styles. 

“The result has been a great mass 
of structure, presenting infinite va- 
riety—just what might be expected 
from an energetic and virile people 
—a people unhampered by tradition 
or historic precedent, unlimited by 
spacial conditions, unencumbered 
by lack of resources, forced by ne- 
cessity to build rapidly, but aided 
withal by the tremendous advances 
of science. 


Old and New Side by Side. 


“The cities of the United States 
have grown mostly without pre- 
determined plan, and until recent- 
ly there has been little restriction 
affecting either the materials or the 
structure of buildings. This has 
given the builders the widest lati- 
tude. Today, the old and the new 
stand side by side. 

“The colonial village of 1750, with 
its elm framed common, discloses 
a type of architecture wherein the 
designers used native materials, 
simple plans, studied economy, and 


restrained ornament. It offers 
striking contrast to the steel and 


concrete of the modern metropolis 
in whose shadow it stands. In both 
instances, something was borrowed 
from the Old world, but its archi- 
tecture was not too closely copied. 

“In the years following the Colo- 


ly the architecture from which it 
was derived; temples then made 
their appearance. 

“Then step by step the designs 
passed along through the history of 
the older world, frora the classic 
to the Victorian, with a mingling of 
the old English half-timber, Dutch, 
Flemish, Mansard, Arabic, and 
Egyptian. Under the intense pres- 
sure of production, the architect 
found it easier at first to borrow 
than to create. 


Classic Inspiration. 


“Following the dark period of re- 
construction, after the War Between 
the States in the middle of the last 
century, a revival of building be- 
gan. Inspired by the Columbian 
exposition in Chicago in 1893, a 
literal renaissance of classic inspi- 
ration was started. In public build- 
ings the classic tradition became the 
vogue, while in the residential field 
the architecture of the colonial pe- 
riod predominated. Architects be- 
gan to adjust and adapt the new 
needs of a growing nation within 
the walls of these old historic forms. 


“In the past few years, styles 
have emerged which are essentially 
American—a compilation and adap- 
tation of the old and the extremely 
modern, blended to meet the tastes 
of the country. And towering above 
all these styles, from the Greek to 
the ultramodern, stand the great 
skyserapers—the design of which is 
one of the outstanding original con- 
tributions of the United States to 
architecture. 

“In these massive structures the 
visitor from abroad will find clear- 
ly and vigorously expressed one of 
the important phases of American 
architecture. The skyscraper is the 
shape of things to come—the 5) 
bol of a young civilization m ving 
into the new and uncharted 
of the future.”’
